Q. Does Medicare pay benefits 


if Workmen's Compensation 
pays the medical expenses? 


A. No. Payment cannot be 


made by Medicare to the extent 
that payment has been made or 
reasonably can be expected to be 
paid 
by 
Workmen's 
Com- 


pensation. 


Q. If a private person is hired 


to come into a home to care for 
an ill person who has just been 
released from a hospital, will 
Medicare help pay for these 
services? 


A. No. This type service is not 


covered by Medicare. The law 
does pay for Home Health 
Services. This includes part time 
skilled nursing care; physical, 
speech, 
and 
occupational 


therapy. These services must be 
furnished by a 
participating 


Home Health Agency. They must 
also be furnished under a plan 
established and periodically 
reviewed by a physician. 


Q. My social security benefits 


were stopped in January because 
I expect to earn quite a bit over 
the $1680 allowed. However, it is 
now May and I have not been 
billed 
for 
my 
Medicare 


premiums. 
Will my Medical 


Insurance protection terminate 
if I don't pay these premiums? 


A. No. 
Apparently your 


estimated earnings for this year 
will permit benefits to be rein- 
stated later in the year, and any 
Medicare premiums due by that 
time will be deducted from your 
first check.

Blaming his accident on the 


fickle signal, Charles determined 
to seek damages from the city. 
But at a court hearing, the city 
denied liability: 


"We can't be held legally liable 


every time a signal pets out of or- 
der. We would be swamped with 
lawsuits." 


However, 
Charles' 
attorney 


proved that this particular signal 
had been malfunctioning for a full 
week before the accident. The 
court concluded that the city was 
guilty of negligence, and granted 
Charles' claim. 


Some cities still retain their 


"sovereign 
immunity" against 


being sued. But in most places, a 
motorist can indeed collect dam- 
ages for an accident caused by a 
traffic light or a slop sign that has 
been neglected. 


There have even been cases 


holding the city liable when a stop 
sign was obscured by foliage. 
Thus: 


A motorist hurt in a crash 


blamed it on the fact that a stop 
sign was hidden by the leaves of 
a tree. In its defense, the city 
pointed out that the tree was 
growing on private property — 
"out of our jurisdiction." 


Nevertheless, the court imposed 


liability. The judge said that even 
if the city could not have trimmed 
the tree, at least it could have 
chosen a better place to put the 
sign. 


Of course, the city is not liable 


if there is no causal connection 
between its negligence and the ac- 
cident. In another case, a fallen 
stop sign had been left lying on 
the ground for weeks. One day a 
motorist failed to halt at the 
corner and struck a car in the 
crossing. 


But it turned out that the 


motorist, who lived in the neigh- 
borhood, knew perfectly well it 
was a stop street—even without 
seeing the sign. The city was duly 
cleared 
of 
responsibility. The 


court said the city's failure to re- 
store the sign simply had nothing 
at all to do with the accident.

"What all these are is pure 


entertainment," Friedkin said.

To tie in an area, it is pos- 


sible now to buy fabric to 
help c r e a t e a completely 
new atmosphere in a room. 
Use of fabric is a perfect so- 
lution to minimize architec- 
tural defects such as a slop- 
ing ceiling and accompany- 
ing low walls. For this prob- 
lem, 
line walls with pat- 


terned fabric and make a 
tent of the ceiling with the 
same fabric. 


N a r r o w entryways and 


too-high ceilings become an 
asset by covering the walls 
with a light-colored fabric 
and using a darker material 
on the ceiling. 


A nature buff can create 


an e c o l o g y wall, too. Use 
extra-strength a d h e s i v c s 
and apply green velvet or 
shag carpet tiles to the wall 
areas. Display plants, min- 
eral specimens and animal 
f i g u r i n e s on tiny glass 
shelves against this grasslike 
backing. 


Those who want to set an 


Oriental tone, perhaps with 
an 
indoor garden 
alcove, 


now may select from an ar- 
ray of handcrafted batik de- 
signs. Batik is the grand- 
daddy of all prints and dates 
to at least 1,200 years ago. 
Traditionally, the d e s i g n 
subjects are used ornamen- 
tally and not in naturalistic 
form. Rarely do true batik 
designs woo human figures 
because the Koran strictly 
forbids it.

isn't any harm in leaving 
well-enough alone. Some- 
times skillful neglect is ex- 
cellent 
medicine. 
Electro- 


cardiograms ere the graphic 
record of the electrical ac- 
tivity of your heart that oc- 
curs with each heart beat. 
The electrical impulse pass- 
ing over the heart muscle 
stimulates it to beat each 
time. We have established 
characteristics of the graph 
as normal on the basis of 
many tests. 


I have studied electro- 


cardiograms in well 
over 


100,000 healthy men and a 
lesser number of women. 
The men were from the U.S. 
Air Force population, in- 
cluding space pilots and as- 
tronauts. The women were 
Air Force nurses and wom- 
en officers. The change in 
what is called the "T" wave 
is the most common varia- 
tion in the electrocardio- 
gram in individuals, even in 
good h e a It h. We have 
learned that the "T" wave

can be changed from a vari- 
ety of unimportant causes 
to some very important ones, 
like high blood p r e s s u r e 
and changes in the heart 
from heart muscle damage. 
You usually have to exam- 
ine the patient with the rec- 
ord to be able to tell if it is 
important or not. 


The best rule of thumb is 


that, if the person has no 
other evidence of heart dis- 
ease, the change should be 
ignored—u n 1 e s s it repre- 
sents a change in the record 
compared to previous ones. 


From a practical point of 


view, there isn't anything 
c o n s t r u c t i v e you can do 
about it that you shouldn't 
do anyway—like controlling 
your body weight and get- 
ting adequate exercise. You 
can do that on your own. 1 
would like to see your cho- 
l e s t e r o l level be a little 
lower. This suggests 
diet 


and exercise for most peo- 
ple. 


In the future, when you 


h a v e an examination, be 
sure that you get your heart 
tracing while you are fast- 
ing (no food, coffee or ciga- 
rettes). About half of the 
people who have "T" wave 
changes that cause a lot of 
confusion have normal "T" 
waves when they are fast- 
ing. This will save both you 
and your doctor a lot of 
trouble. I would recommend 
fasting to a n y o n e having 
such an examination.

The policy also provides that 


there will be no identification of 
or discrimination against any 
student unable to pay the full 
cost of a lunch. 


A complete copy of the policy 


is on file in each school and in the 
office of the Counselor where it 
may be reviewed by any in- 
terested patron.
